Falmouthy Mondayy July le^y 1732. 

M I S Excellency, (who arriv’d here the 17th 
Inftant, in his Majefty’s Ship Scarboroughy 
Capt. ‘Thomas Durely Commander, and 
waited the coming up of the Indians) 
being attended by a ^orum of his Ma- 
jefty’s Council, and a Number of the Members of 
A a the 
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the Houfe of Reprefentatives and other Gentlemen, 
this Day received the Sachems and other Indians of 
the Eajiern Tribes, under a large Tent eredled for 
this Occafion. 

And after the Indians had paid the proper Re- 
fpefts and Salutations to His Excellency, 

Capt. ^ohn Giles^ Capt. Samuel 'Jordan^ Mr. 

Bane, and Mr. Abraham Johnfon, Interpreters of the 
Indian Language, were fworn to the faithful Per¬ 
formance of that Service. 

And then the Conference began. 

Go’vevnour. E good Friends and Brethren, I give 

J.tX praife to G O D the great Go- 
vernour of the World, that he has brought us to¬ 
gether at this time to fee one another in Health and 
Safety. 

I now meet you with fincere Joy and Satisfaftion, 
to renew and eftablifh the Peace and Friendlhip 
that has been made between us. 

I am now come at the Defire of the Chiefs of the 
Tribes to hear what they have to offer to me. 

Toxus. It is God who has the over-ruling Power 
overall things,that has brought us togetheratthistime. 

The Reafon of our coming, now is our hearty De- 
fire of Love and Friendfhip. 

The Reafon of our coming in fo great a Num¬ 
ber, is to fee your Excellency i and it is the Will of 
God to give us an Opportunity to wait on you. 

As a Token of our being glad to fee your Excel¬ 
lency, I fhake Hands, and offer this as our Mone)^ 
{Laid dovsn fome Furs.) 

Arexis. We have heard what your Excellency has 
offer’d us, and we rejoice.from our Hearts. 

It is the greateft Motive to Friendfhip and Love, 
that we fhould openly fee one another. 

It is the ordering of Providence, that we have 
now the Opportunity of feeing one another* 

As your Excellency fees me, it is all one as if our 
Chief had waited on you i and this is a Pledge of it, 
{Laid down fome Furs,) Govern^ 
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Govern. The Penobfcut Men told me, when they 
came to fee me ,thac it was a bufy Time, and there¬ 
fore there could not come any more of them to this 
Place ; I fhall therefore be ready to give you ail the 
Difpatch that you defire, that foyou may return to 
your homes as foon as you ihall think fit :,and I Ihall 
give you a Signal when you (hall fee me here again. 
I would not hurry you into any thing, for I am glad 
of your Company : But I (hall be ready to hear wh^ 
you have to fay, when you are ready, that fo you 
mayn’t be detain’d longer than you defire. 

Arexis. We are not in hafte, but defire longer 
Time to difcourfe with your Excellency. 

Govern. I defire you may confider of every thing 
that may tend to lengthen out the Peace and Tran¬ 
quillity between us. 

Whenever you have a mind to fpeak with the Go- 
vernour, if you will fend to me, I will give the Sig¬ 
nal to call the Tribes together, which will be the 
firing a Gun from the Man of War, and hoifting 
the King’s Jack on the Main Top-Maft-Head. 

I will give you King George’s Colours to be car¬ 
ried in the Head of fuch Canoe, as you (hall agree 
on, in Token of your Subjedion to his Majefty ; It 
is fuch a Flag as I carry in my own Boat. 

A Motion being made by the Indians^ that a Doc¬ 
tor (hould be order’d to look after one of their Peo¬ 
ple that was fick: The Governour direded Dr. 
Noyes to take care of him; and acquainted them,* 
that if any other of them were fick, they (hould be 
as well taken care of as himfelf, if he were fick. 

And the Indians then took their Leave. 

T „_ W 25 * 1732. 

H E Signal being given by his Excellency’s 
Order for the Indians coming over to the Con¬ 
ference, they came from Hog-I/land with French Co¬ 
lours in two of their Canoes, and without the Fng- 
lifh Flag which the Governour gave them. Upon 
fKTlvch, his Excellency fenc a Melfage to them, to 
L fignify 
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-Signify his Difpleafure on this Occafion, and to let 
them know, that he would not fee them to-day, 
and to order their immediate Return, and to give 
them a ftrid Charge to come over at all times with 
the EngUjh Colours, and not prefume to wear the 
French. Whereupon they returned to their Camp at 
Hog-lfland. 

Wednefday, ^uly^ 26. 1732. 

T HJE 'Indians lent a Meflage this Morning to 
the Governour to apologize for their not 
wearing the Englifh Colours, and wcaringthe Freizci?, 
alledging that they were generally ignorant of the 
Englijh Flag being deliver’d, and to promife Obedi¬ 
ence to his Excellency’s Order in this Matter for 
the future- 


Pofl Meridiem. 

The Indians^ upon the Signal given, came afhore 
with the Englifl) Flag, and without French ColourSi 
according to Order- ‘ 

Govern. I am glad that you are arrived fafe and 
in Health. (To the Chief of the Penobfcut Fribe^ and 
ethers lately arrived.) 

I hope God fmiles upon this Interview, fince he 
orders his Sun to Ihine glorioufly upon us,which I truft 
is a happy Prefage of the good Succefs of this Affair. 

When I faw you laft, I told you that I was ready 
to hear what you had to offer to me, and that I fhould 
be glad to join with you in every thing that tends 
to a happy Peace. 

Loron. Brother, as you pleafed to mention the 
Almighty, who has the Care over all things, and 
whom it has pleafed, that we fliould fee one ano¬ 
ther; All theTribes are come with a good Defign,and 
wehopethatGod will ftrengthen the Peace andUnity. 

Wmurna. He that fpake laft, fpake the Minds of 
all the Tribes; all, both old and young, rejoice to 
hear your Excellency fpeak of Peace and Friendlhip. 
Cod alone is the Giver of all thefe Bleffings. 

It 
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It fliall be mentioned over the whole Continent, 
that your Excellency is a Lover of Peace. 

Govern. The great God is the Giver of Love and 
Peace; when Jefus Chrift^ the great Saviour of the 
World, came down among Men, he faid, Bleffed 
are the Peace-Makers. I hope Peace and Friendfhip 
will continue among the Englifh and Indians^ to the 
Children that are unborn. 

PVahway. I am well pleafed to hear your Excel¬ 
lency mention God's Name, who is the Giver and 
Orderer of Peace. It is God's Will and Pleafure 
that we have the Opportunity at this time to fee 
one another. We rejoice that your Excellency men¬ 
tions the Continuance of Friendfhip from one Gene¬ 
ration to another ; and we all, old Men and young, 
join in that Wifh. 

I put this as a Pledge to tie hand in hand the 
Peace that is made, from one Generation to another. 
(Laid down fame Ftirs.) 

I lay this over as a Shade that nothing may fall 
upon the Peace, but that we may walk under it 
as a Shelter, that nothing may moleft us or our 
Children after us. (Laid down more Furs.) 

Loron. As your Excellency was pleafed to men¬ 
tion God's over-ruling Hand, and to defire that 
there might be a lafting Peace j it is likwife our 
Dcitre that it may be fo. 

And if any thing of Difference fhould happen, we 
defirc that Methods may be taken to decide things, 
for we are all one. All the Body of Indians faluce 
your Excellency as a Confirmation of this. 

Govern. I have been fixteen Days from Boflon; 
and have been waiting for the Indians eight Days. If 
you have any thing to oflfer, I fhould be glad to hear 
it now, or to-morrow, or at any other time. If you 
have any thing to offer for making the Trade more 
advantageous, I fhould be glad to hear it. I hope 
you are treated with Juftice and Kindnefs at the 
Trading Houfes. Uron, 
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LorofU If your Excellency has any thing to offer to 
us, we defire you to mention it. 

GoTJern. I came here ac the Defire of your Chief, 
Capt. LoroHy and others of the Penobfcut Tribe, who 
fent me a Letter which was figned at the Fort at St. 
George*s. 

Loron. We could not defire your Excellency to give 
your felf the Trouble to come to this Place; but 
when I heard laft Winter, that you were coming 
this way, we told your Excellency, that as many of 
us as could, would meet you here. 

Govern. How many of the Penobfcut Tribe are pre- 
fent here ? 

Loron. We can’t tell, not having counted them. 

Govern. How many have you left behind .^' 

'Loron. When we have counted thefe, ^e (hall 
Enow how many are left: The whole are about one 
hundred Men. 

Govern. I have Complaints from the Fathers that 
the Englifh fell the Indians Rum, and that they 
abufe them with it i and I fhall be glad to hear from 
you what Means may be ufed for preventing this 
Mifchief for the future. 

Loron. As a Peace is concluded, there is nothing 
of any great Moment to be difcourfed of, but fuch 
things as will take up but little time. 

Govern. What I fay to you is a ferious thing : You 
profefs to worftiip Qod and Jefus Chrift, and while 
you are drunk, you m^ck him, and wrong your 
felves for this World and that to come. When the 
Rum prevails, you are like Beavers^ Bears, and Ot~ 
ters, and don’t Ihew your felves after the Image of 
God, in which you were madei and if there were 
no World to come, where you are to anfwer for 
this Wickednefs; you hurt your felves with Rum, 
as to your Interefi: in this World ; and ill Men cheat 
you when you are drunk w:ith it, and make you 
give two Skins for one. This is a ferious Matter, 
and deferves Confideration, LoronJ 
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Lonn. We will think of what your Excellency 
hientions to us. 

Govern, I have more things to mention. 

I have been to Sc. Georges^ according to my Duty 
to King George, to view the King s Fort and the 
Land there, to confider what may be the moft ad¬ 
vantageous to the King and his People, to be done 
in that River. 

I have been to Brunfwick and Richmond, to fee the 
King’s Forts there ,• and at Cujhnock and other Places 
on Kennebeck River, to fee the King’s Lands there, 
and I would have gone further, even to Norridgewock 
and Penobfcut, if any of the Tribes had been there to 
accompany me. And as I went into your Country, 
I Ihould be glad to fee you at Bojion, Brothers and 
Friends Ihould vifit one another at their feveral 
Houfes. It was in confidence of your fincere Difpo- 
fition to Peace, that 1 travelfd into thofe Parts. 

I hope you find the Trading Houfes commodious 
for youj and that you are fupplied cheaper there, 
than by the French at Canada. 

The Government takes care that you be fupplied 
cheaper than their own People: And I hope the more 
you are acquainted with the English at Falmouth, and 
other Towns in thefe Parts, you will find thefe Set¬ 
tlements commodious and beneficial to you. 

And as faid, if there fliould be any Cloud 
hanging over the Peace, you will Cake care that we 
be informed timely of it. 

Your coming hither to meet the Governour will 
not be fuch a Proof of your Friendlhip, as your giv¬ 
ing notice of thefe things, and pra( 5 tifing Friendlhip 
with us. 

I have no doubt but the more you are acquain¬ 
ted with the Englifh, the more you will love them. 

It fhall be fo much my care to feek your Intereft 
and Advantage, as I doubt not will oblige you to fin- 
cere Friendlhip.

The 
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The Government here have fettled a Minifter at 
St. George*s, and there will be another at Richmond. 
They will be always ready to inftriift you in the 
Principles of the Chriftian Religion, and teach your 
Children to read and write, which (hall be without 
any Coft to you. 

If you are willing to fend your Children to Boflon^ 
they lhall be brought up to Learning at the College, 
that fo they may officiate as Fathers among you, 
and teach you the true Religion, and their Educa¬ 
tion fhall coft you nothing- 

Tho’ you have learnt Religion of the Premff^ 
which you may apprehend to be a good one, yet you 
Ihould not be averfe to look into another. Before 
you knew the French Religion, you thought the Pa¬ 
gan Religion to be a good one i but when you were 
taught the French Religion, you thought that better. 
And fo when you are inftru^fed in the EngUJh Re¬ 
ligion, you may think that ftill better than the French, 

If you have a mind to underhand the true Eng- 
lijh Religion, it fliall coft you nothing,- and when 
you underftand it, you will certainly know that you 
are cheated, when your Sins are pretended to be par¬ 
doned for Skins. This is all a Cheat and Deceit: 
None can pardon Sins but Jefus Chrifii and he does 
it freely, without Money and without Price. All 
that the Priefts make you pay, they put in their 
own Pockets. 

I would have you ferioufly to confider this, and 
not to be fo much prejudiced, as not to defire to 
know further. 

If you don’t remember what I have now faid 
to yOu, it lhall be written down, that you may carry 
it with you. 

Loron. We will confider of what your Excellency 
has faid- 

Govern. I have nothing further to fay now, but we 
will drink King George*s Health. fVahway,

Wahtuay. We defire the Favour of a Houfe to 
fhelter us, at the Trading Houfe on Saco River. 

Govern. Til take Care of it. 

Wahvyay, As your Excellency faid, that any thing 
that was prejudicial to us fhould be mentioned; I 
would acquaint you, that the Englip) young Men 
hunt the Bever among us, whereby there is a dan¬ 
ger of a Mifunderftanding. 

Govern. Fifhing, Fowling, and Hunting, are free 
to King George's Subjefls in his Lands ^ and you 
have free Liberty to ufe that Privilege any where in 
the King’s Lands. You are King George s Subjeds, 
and fo are wc: You have acknowledged your Alle¬ 
giance to him, a great while ago. We are Brothers, 
and fliould hunt and live together. 

I have been to Cu^nock^ to pitch upon a Place for 
building a good Town for the Englijh and Indians to 
live together, that they may have a Church there, 
and a Father to teach them the true Religion and 
the Way to Heaven. 

_ Ehurfday^ July 27. 1732. 

"Toxus. ^ I H E Pemhfcut Tribe only is to fpeak, 
X and what they fay, the others join 
with them in it. 

Loron. Friend, we have been thinking of what 
your Excellency faid to us yefterday, and we will 
now make Anfwer to it: As to the Lands, which 
you faid are yours, what we lhall fay will not be 
new, but what has been formerly faid. Your Ex¬ 
cellency will go on in the way that former Gover- 
nours have gone in; which are the Articles of 
Peace made between us, which are to be obferved. 

As to Prayers, it was mentioned in the Treaty, 
that there fljould be no Difpute about Religion. It 
would be a light Proceeding in us, to anfwer what 
you have faid on that Affair: We are too few to 
enter into this Difpute, which is a weighty Matter: 
There are other Tribes to be difeourfed with; and 
when we know their Mind, we fhall be better able 
B 2 to

to anfwert We had the Advice of the other Tribes 
about the Peace ; and therefore we think it proper, 
to have their Advice in this Affair. 

As to what was faid of our Children, we are not 
qualified to anfwer as to the Propofal for their Edu¬ 
cation, we being but few here, and the other Tribes 
being concerned in it. 

Govern. I am glad you find the Road fo plain to 
walk in. This Government will ftridly obferve the 
Articles of Peace, by which we are bound to each 
other. I meet you further to ftrengthen the Arti¬ 
cles of Peace, and Ihould be glad from time to time 
to hear from you what will farther promote it. 

As to the Settlement of the Lands and the mak^ 
ing of Towns in King George^s Lands, it lhallaways 
be according to the Treaties. I did not mention the 
Matter of Religion to make any Jar between us, but 
offer’d it as an Inftance of my brotherly Love; and 
becaufe I am perfedly fatisfied, it is the beft way 
to your Intereft in this World, and in the World to 
come. God has given you Reafon to examine into 
Matters of Religion. It will do you no hurt to exa¬ 
mine into the Englijh Religion, for then you can 
choofe that which you (hall judge is the belt. The 
Government is willing to inffrucft you on free Coft. 
I have nothing to do with the foreign Nations; you 
ha*i/e faid, you are free Men, and you are my Bre¬ 
thren. When you received the Popilh Prieft, it was 
at your own Eledion. 

Loron. We did not intend the Fremh^ but the 
other Tribes of Indians^ when we talk’d of advifing. 

Govern. This is a great and ferious Affair, and I 
defire you W'ould confider of it i for we lhall willing¬ 
ly fend Minifters to inftrudt you in Religion, and 
Schoolmafters to teach you to read and write : And 
if at any time, you will fend your Children among 
us to be educated, they lhall be treated with that 
Kindnefs, as if they were our own Children. 

Nothing 
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Nothing can be more for your Intereft than to 
have the Trade under good Regulation, and efpe- 
■ daily that the private Traders Ihould be difcounre- 
nanced; for I have Complaints from the Priefts and 
others, that they abufe you by felling you Rum, 
and making you drunk. 

Loron. Your Ex cellency is in the right j there is 
much Mifchief, by their felling us fo much Rum- 

Govern. There is no way to prevent this, but by 
your not trading with the private Traders, but at 
the Truck-houfes only. 

Loron. It is much to our Advantage to have all o- 
ther Goods but Rum brought near us i but it is hurt¬ 
ful to us to bring Rum among us. 

St. George's is a great way from us, the Traders 
bring Goods near us j but it would be well if we could 
have their Goods at a cheaper Rate. 

Govern. The Price of Goods at the Truck-houfes 
is ftated by the Government; and the Truck-Maf- 
ters can’t impofe upon you : but the Government 
can’t reftrain the private Traders as to their Price. 
This is what I offer in Friendfhip to you *, for the 
private Traders do you fo much Mifchief with their 
Rum, that it is as bad as if they fhould fhoot you. 

Loron. We only mention it to your Excellency ; 
'•.we don’t fuppofe that the private Traders can be 
forced to fell at a Price, but we fhould be glad it 
might be ; and that they might be reftrained from 
felling Rum. 

There is not a prudent Care as to the giving out 
of Liquor at St. George's ; they give the Indians too 
much Rum, which makes them drunk i and we de¬ 
fire therefore that Care may be taken to prevent it. 

Govern. I will give effedfual Orders that you fhan’c 
be abufed by the iffuing of Rum at the Truck-houfes. 

By the Articles of Peace King George has Power 
to fettle Towns on his Lands > and I propofe to fet¬ 
tle a Town at Cujhnock^ and then the Trade will be 
nearer to you. When 
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When I propofe any thing, and you don’t ob;e( 5 ^, 
I fuppofe you confent. If there fhouM be a Town, 
you lhall have Lands there, and live with the Eng- 
In the Southern Parts of this Province, the/»- 
dtans have Towns, and live and drefs as the Eng- 
lijh do. 

Loron, It is not our Way to give a fudden Anfwer 
to what is propofed. 

Gowm. This Propofal I made to you yefterday. 

You told me yefterday, that there was not much 
Bufinefs, the Peace being already concluded ; this 
Interview was only to fee one another. 1 have been 
a great while from Boflon^ and the King’s Bufinefs 
requires my fpeedy Return thither. I fhall be glad, 
if you have any thing to oft'er, you would mention it 
this Afternoon : For I purpofe you fhall dine with 
me to-morrow, in order to difmifsyou the Day after. 

In all things we fhould be frank and open, and 
no body fhould be here that are afraid to be known. 
This I fay, becaufe I hear there are t>KOFrench Men 
prefent i and I fhou’d not care if their Matter was 
here too. I will always do Juftice to you j but I 
will fupport King George’s Honour, who is Lord 
and Sovereign here ; and the French lhall know it. 

How many French Men are here ? 

Loron. This Morning we happened to fee fome 
Strangers ^ but they came in a Veffel on their own 
Affairs. 

it is true, that we are to fpeak freely to one ano¬ 
ther ; for by the Articles of Peace we are to ufe 
this Freedom ; and we fhall be very open with your 
Excellency as to what concerns us. 

Govern. My Heart is much engaged to prevent the 
Mifchief of the private Trade j the Government 
receives no Damage by it; but there is Danger 
that it will make a Mifunderftanding between us : 
Foif by this Means you have had fuch Injuftice done 
you, as the Government can’t fee to rights j but thefe 

Abufes 
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Abufes will not be offer’d you at the publick Truck- 
houfe. 

Loron. We are to Ipeak every thing that is true, 
and hide nothing. As to the Trade, it was agreed, 
that we fliould have the Goods as cheap as at Bojior :; 
and the Governour told us, that Goods would be 
govern’d by the foreign Markets, fometimes cheaper 
and fometimes dearer j but the Goods have always 
rifcn in their Price- 

Govern. You have the Goods as the Market go¬ 
verns, and at as cheap a Rate as you can buy any 
where elfe, and cheaper than our own People can 
have them at the Truck-houfes. 

Wiviurna. As you are pleafed to mention a Tra- 
ding-houfe at Cufhnock, it is too weighty for me to 
lifti but we will confider of it, and return an An- 
fwer to it. There are many Perfons interefted in 
itj if it were all my own Land, I would fay you 
fhould be welcome to it, Brother; but if I rtiould 
fay fo, without the Confent of the other Owners, 
I Ihould make myfelf a Jeft among them. 

Govern. You all agreed, that the Penohfcnt 
Tribe fhould fpeak for all. And I was pleafed to 
find that my Defign of Building a Town at Cufbnock 
was fo agreeable to your Thoughts, for they faid 
the nearer the Trade was the better; and from the 
Building of this Town, you would reap that imme¬ 
diate Advantage. 

IVituuma. Our Armourer at Richmond is dead, 
and we are at a lofs for mending our Arms. 

Govern. I will take care to fend you an Armourer 
when I get home. It is now Dinner-time, and I 
will fend you fome Refrefhment, and meet you a- 
gain at three a-Clock. ^ 

IVahvJay. I fpeak for the Amerefcoggin Indians. 
We fhould be glad to have a Trading-houfe near 
US : As your Excellency faid we fhould fpeak of 

any 
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any Grievance as to the Trade; Adiaviando and his 
People are dilfatisfied tliat a Negro has the Ordering 
of the Trade at Saco-Ri'uer. We did not know that 
King G E 0 RG E was ferved by Negroes. 

Go’vern. That Negro is a Servant to the Truck-* 
Mafter, and he muft have fomebody to manage the 
Trade in his Abfence; that Negro is a very honeft 
Man. GOD made us of different Colours, the 
Negroes black, the Indians not fo black, and the Eng^ 
li/h white i and I don’t defpife the Indians becaufe 
they are not fo white as the English^ for they are as 
GOD made them. 

As to the Propofal of a Trading-Houfe for the 
Amerejeoggin Indians, I will confider of it, and give 
you an Anfwer in the Afternoon. 

Loron. The Smith at St. George*s does not take 
proper Care to mend our Arms, but does it negli¬ 
gently. 

Govern. I will take Care to have this Matter alfo 
rectified. 

Po(l Meridiem. 

Govern. I have confidered what has been moved 
as to aTruck-Houfe for the Amerefcoggin Indians. 
And I find the Amerefcoggins and Pigwackets are all 
one Tribe, ,tbat the Pigwackets are feated near the 
Trnck-Houfe on Saco River, and the Amerefcoggins 
are near Richmond Triick-Houfe ^ that it is a great 
Charge to the Government to keep a Truck-Houfe j 
as they are near Saco on one fide, and Richmond on 
the other, I don’t doubt but they may be well ac¬ 
commodated. 

LoYon> Brother, You have not given us any anfwer 
as to the Rum that is given out at Georges Truck- 
Houfe. 

Govern. I will give fpecial Diretaion that for the 
future it fhall be given out in a prudent manner, 
fo as not to be hurtful to you. 
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. Loron. I have fomething to offer further. Your 
Excellency was pleafed to fay we Ihouldfpeakplainly,* 
As to the diftant Tribes, we think there is fome-* 
thing ^yet wanting. As there is Friendfliip, we 
wonder that Powdfer fhould be wanting for us to 
fire a little with- It was mention^ at the Treatyj 
that Powder fhould be given to each Tribe. If the 
Prefent fhould be given, thofe that are at a diftance 
would think that there is Love between us; and 
we are of Opinion that when other Tribes fee it, 
they would think there is hearty Love between us. 

Govern. What do you mean by what you fay of 
Powder ? 

Loron. We mean a Prefent of Powder and Shor,^ 
which was mention’d in the Treaty. As to the Sloop 
that comes a Trading to Penohfeut^ we don’t defire 
they fhould be forbid, becaufe it is profitable to us, 
hut only we are willing they fhould be forbid bring¬ 
ing of Rum. 

Govern. I am glad it lies much upon your Mind 
to have the Trade of Rum prevented. There is 
no fuch effeftual Way to prevent your being drown’d 
with Rum, as your not having to do with private 
Traders. If it will be a Convenience for a Sloop 
to come Spring and Fall to Penohfeut River, I will 
endeavour that the Government fhall fend a Sloop 
at thofe Seafons, to bring them every thing but 
Rum ; and I hope you will not be difeontented, if 
I order my People not to trade with you in that 
Article. 

As to what you mention about Powder, I will 
confider of it, and I doubt not but you will be 
gratified in that Particular; and it fhall reft upon 
my Mind, and I will not forget to endeavour that 
it be done. 

Loron. We have another fmall Matter to fay 
When we come to St. Georges we have not Liberty 
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to lie in any of the Houfe's, biit are expofed to lie 
abroad in the Rain and bad Weather j we therefore- 
defire a Houle to lodge in.- 

Govern.^ I will take Carp that you have a^Houfe 
to lodge in* ' ‘ i"'. w 

■ JViwna- I will tell your Excellency bf Some¬ 
thing that happenM this Summer: Your Excellency's 
Young Men and our^ met at Btunfwick^ and there 
was a Difterence, and the Englifl) Man wounded the 
Indian very much, tho’ he never offer’d to ftrike him 
again.; and if each Party don’t take Care to 'avoid 
Quarrels, it will endanger a Mifunderftaiiding be¬ 
tween the Englifb and Indians. 

Govern. *Tis the firft Time I have heard of it» I 
will give Order to my Captains to fee that you be 
treated with Juftice and Kindnefs, I am afraid 
the Rum was the occafion of this Difference, which 
fliews the NecelTity of your being reftram’d from 
that Liquor. I am now told that this Difference 
iarofe from feme of the Indians firft infuki'ng Lieut. 
Jaques. 

IVfwurna. We defire that Capt. Bane may be con¬ 
tinued Interpreter at Richmond^ becaufe it is a great 
Help to us as to our Language. 

Govern. When I was in KennebeckKwtr, I had 
Coxplaints from the Inhabitants that they could 
keep no Sheep for thp Indian Dogs : By the Treaty 
you are obliged to'muzzle them. It may feem a light 
Matter to you, to keep your Dogs loofe, but it 
is a great Difeouragement to the EngUlb^ As I Ihall 
flriftly obferve every Article of the Peace, fo I ex¬ 
cept you (houJd, and therefore you muff: take Care 
to keep your Dogs from doing this Mifchief to the 
EngliJI? Inhabitants. 

1 have a Conrplaint againff: one of the young Men 
of the Norridgewock Tribe from one Samuel Harden^ 
that they kill’d five of his Horfes at Hunnaweivl 
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Point, to the Value of Forty Pounds^ for which he 
has had no Satisfaftion. Taking away Mens 
Eftaces, is like taking away their Lives j and their 
denying it will not excufe them. All the Articles 
of the Peace are made in the Prefence of GOD, 
who obferves thefe things ; and I expeft Satisfaftioa 
for this Injury. I obferve your Young Men fmile 
at this; but it is a ferious Matter; if you are in 
want, you muft tell us of it. Thefe things will 
endanger a War.. You wou’d think it very hard, 
if our young Men fhould fteal your Skins- I believe 
one of thofe young Men is here now ; and I 
would have him come and tell me why he killed 
thofe Horfes. 

Packahumbanoit. I know nothing more of the 
Matter, than that the Man that kill’d the Horfes 
is gone to Canada. I would not deny it iflw'ere 
guilty. 

Govern. It adds to the Guilt to deny the 
Fad. And I fuppofe your Father does not teach 
you to do fuch things, and then deny it. 
You fhould follow fuch Inftrudions as are good 
from your Father. 

Packah. I had fome of the Meat, but I did not 
kill the Horfes. 

Govern. I have reafon to think you did it; and 
if you go on in fuch Pradices, it will bring on 
great Inconvenience. If you can take God and 
Chrift to witnefs, that you did not fhoot at thofe 
Horfes, I lhall believe you. 

Packah. I call God to Witnefs, that I did not 
kill thofe Horfes i it was a Canada Indian: I faw 
him Ihoot at them, and I ate of the Meat. 

Gvvern. When my People complain to me of 
fuch Injuries, it is my Duty as their Father to 
fee that they be righted. Thefe things will be 
of evil Confcquence j and I hope both old Men 
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and young will take care to prevent them for the 
future. 

Quenois. As to the Norridgeviock young Men, 
they never did any harm to the Englifh, in their 
River ; but we have heard of the Matter, and 
the thing was done by Canada Indians. 

Govern. I have a Complaint from Mr. Vaughan 
of your killing his Cattle at Maminkus^ (ix Years 
ago, for which he has had no Satisfadlion from you, 
tho^ he has often demanded it : The Value was 
50 /. He complains alfo of your killing an Ox two 
Years ago, in the fame Place. 

Lewis. As to what was killed fix Years ago, it 
could not coft that Money ; but we have often urged 
the Indians to pay the Damage, but we could not 
perfuadc them. 

Govern. I have Capt. Job's and Ahan^uid's Note 
ft^r 3 2 lb. of Bever, to fatisfy for this laft Damage. 

It is a great Diflionour to the whok Tribe, and 
to Counfellors and Captains, not to have a Regard 
to their Words. King George brings his Captains 
and Counfellors into Difgrace, if they don’t regard 
^eir Promifes j and they are put in Prifon till they 
are made honefi. 

Lewis. We were d^fir’d by Capt. Lane to go 
and kill thefe Creatures, and he gave us Powder 
and Shot for that purpofe. 

Govern. But you killed two inflead of one. 

Pierpeau. It is true, there were twoj but ic 
was by Miftake that two were killed. 

Govern. You had the Flelh of one, and have not ( 
paid for it. When do you intend to pay the 32 lb* 
of Bever, for which you have given your Note > 

Pierpean. We will think of it, and pay the Debt 
ip. the Fall of the Year.

Govern. If you will promife before your Chiefs, 
that you will pay this in the Fall of the Year, and 
then do it, it will be to Satisfaction. 

Indians. We promife it. 

Govern. How do you propofe to give Mr. Vaughan 
Satisfadion for the Cattle that were killed fix Years 

Indians* We have promifed to make Satisfadion, 
and lhall endeavour to make it. 

Govern. I don’t mention this to make any Jarring 
between us, but to prevent it. What I fay, is to 
eftablilh and lengthen out our good Peace. We mult 
be very careful to be honeft and juft to one another- 
I could upon thefe Occafions do Juftice to King 
Georges Men, by punilhing thofe that make fuch 
Breaches on the Peace; but I choofe this Method to 
Ihew my Refpeft to you, and to prevent thefe Mif- 
carriages for the future j and I hope they will take 
care that Mr. Vaughan has Juftice done him. This 
Matter is over for the prefent. 

Lor on. Two of our Dogs were killed at St. George's 
(which we value at lo /. a-piece) for nothing but 
barking at a Cow; but we fhould not have fpoke 
of this Matter, if your Excellency had not mention¬ 
ed the Cattle the Indians killed. 

Govern. I am glad that you mention it ; and if 
you can tell who killed the Dog^, you (hall have 
Satisfadion, for I am fenlible they are very neceffary 
to you. 

Loron. We made fo light of the Matter, that we 
did not think it proper to mention it to Captain 
Gylesy and fhould not now fpeak of it, but for what 
has been faid of our killing the Cattle ; which can¬ 
not amount to near 30 /. 

Govern. I (han’t fee you to-morrow, being ob¬ 
liged to dine out of Town ; but I defign you lhall 
dine with me on Saturday, at twelve a Clock at fur- 
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iheft, the next Day being the Lord’s Day, and 
therefore I rauft part with you before the Evening 
comes on. 

LoYon. We delire Mr. Wainvjright may com^ to 
trade with us as ufual. 

We pray that the Country’s Sloop may be allow’d 
to carry thofe back that have no Canoes. 

Govern. The Sloop lhall carry you all back if you 
pleafe. 

Wahway. We pray that we may have an Houfe 
at Saco to fhelter us. 

Govern. I intend you fliall have it. 

Wahiuay. And that we may have a fmall Bridge 
there. 

Govern. I lhall view that Truck-Houfe, and then 
1 lhall think of the Matter. 

Loron. Here is a French Man that delires the Fa¬ 
vour of a Pafs, that he may go where his Bulinels 
is. 

Govern. I lhall conlider of it. He belongs to 
Mount Deferty which is in the Government of 
Scotia. 

Frenchman. I belong to Nova Scotiay but I delire a 
Paflport to come into this Government. 

^ Govern. If you will take the Oaths of Fidelity to 
King Georgey you will doubtlels have a PalTport 
from^this Government, to go into any Part of the 
King’s Dominions.

dQxus. T^Riend, I have one thing to fay to your 
1 / Excellency, which I am not fo well 
pleafed with, i. e. that the Price of the Fall Bever 
is fo low, it won’t come to T en ShilUngi till Cbrift- 
mas. Bever is grown fo fcarce, that what one Man 
can get till Winter, will hardly procure a Pair of 
Stockings. There were formerly feveral things taken 
from the Jefuitsat Norridgemck-^ which if they were 
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brought again to Richmond^ we Ihould be glad to pay 
for them, efpccially a Writing we faw at North-Tar- 
mouth. 

Govern. In whofe Hands was it ? 

Toxm. One Drinkvjat€r*s. Captain Woodpde of 
Maquoit has taken good care of us when we were 
cold and wanted any thing; and we defire that 
what has been faid about him, may go no further. 

Govern. It is with Pieafure that I hear what you 
have to fay to me ; and I hope what pafles between 
us will make the Peace ftronger. 

It is beft in time to remove every Difficulty, or 
elfe by neglect it may grow greater. There is a 
great Dlfterence as you know well between Spring 
and. Fall Bever: The Market in England will al¬ 
ways Govern the Price here; and as great Quanti¬ 
ties of Bever are carried there from other Places be- 
fides this, that will have an Influence upon the 
Price here, whether you get much or little: I (hall 
be glad when the Market will allow of a greater 
Price, which I fhall let you know of; and you may 
depend on it, in all Cafes to have ftrift Juftice done 
you: We take care that the Trade be govern’d as 
much to your Advantage as may be. You are fup- 
plied cheaper from us than from the French^ which 
is p?ain, becaufe they buy of us to fell to you. 

It is a great while fince the Affair happen’d at 
Norridgevjock^ and I fhould be glad you had men¬ 
tioned that -Matter before, and then it would have 
been eafier to have recovered thofe things than now: 
Major Moulton is here, who can tell you that tlie 
Plunder taken at Norridgewock^ was divided among 
the Soldiers: Captain Barker has got the Writing 
you mention, and will be ready to deliver it upon 
your paying the Price of it; 1 fhould be glad you 
could have any other things return’d; bur our 
People made but little Account of them,' and I 
belii?\^e the moft of them are loft. 1 
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I am well pleafed that Captain IVoodfide of .Afo- 
quoit is kind to you, and I lhall be glad every body 
elfe would be fo too. When Captain JVoodJtde does 
what is good, it is Praife-worthy in him j but if he 
breaks the Laws of the Province, he muft be pu- 
niflied for it. 

Joby. We mentioned the fame Difficulties as to 
Trade, when we were at Boflon^ efpecially about 
Mr. Noyes*s\ Condudf; and you faid the thing was 
too far off to be feen, but you would enquire into it. 

Govern. I have heard no further Complaint of 
thefe things : Mr. Noyes deals fairly and juftly by 
you; It is no Interefl: of his to take your Bever at 
a low’’ Price; but you may be fure you will have 
Juflice done you. 

^oby. When we were at BofioHy you faid to Capt. 
Gyles and Capt. Heathy we were fo far off, you 
could not tell wdiether or no things were done as 
they were reprefented. 

Sometimes Mr. Noyes will pufh us out of doors, 
and he don’t treat us kindly. 

Govern. If you keep your felves fober, and afl 
like Men, neither Mr. Noyes^ nor any body elfe, 
will, or fliall pulh you out of doors. I muft re¬ 
peat what I faid yefterday, that Rum makes you 
do what you Ihould not do. You may remember in 
the Courfe of your Lives, that when you are fober, 
you are alhamed of what you do in Drink: And 
from tlrefe Occafions, you fhould refolvB againft 
drinking Rum. 

“Toxus. I have fomething to fay concerning Liquor: 
Our young Men are very craving after Drink, when 
they have done hunting ; and I defire that they may 
have no more than a Quart at a time allowed 
them. 

Govern. I will take care that they lhall have no 
more. ■ You Ihould follow the Example of that old 
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Man, who has not drank any Rum thefe twenty 
Years, having feen the Evil of it. 

7 ox«j. There are many People that fettle on 
Sheepfcot River, which is my Land; I defire that 
they may be good Men; and if they Ihould be 
crofs and morofe, I fhall complain of them, thac 
fo they may be removed. 

LoroiJ. 1 fpeak in behalf of the Pigwackets and 
‘Amerefcoggins: As your Excellency was pleafed to tell 
them, that the Etiglifi and they fliould hunt toge¬ 
ther, and both be benefited by the Hunting and 
Filhing i we defire that the Engl{(h may not have 
the foie Advantage, for by their Petting their Nets, 
it prevents the Fifh running up the River, for the 
Ufe of the Indians. We delire that both Englifh and 
Indians may have the Benefit of the Fi(h. We (hould 
be glad that Goods may be lodged at Brunftvick Fort 
for the Indian Trade. At times when Captain Smith 
has not been at Saco^ we pay his Negro, and thert 
Captain Smith demands it again, fo thac we have 
often paid twice for the fame things. 

Govern. I Ihould be glad you’d give an Inflance 
of this. 

Waramanfoot. Captain Smith trufted me, and I 
paid the Negro in his Abfence j and after that. 
Captain Smith made me pay the fame again. I bor- 
towed Eight Shillings ol Captain Smithy and paid the 
Negro, and afterwards Captain Smith took Eighi 
Shillings more, fo that I paid Sixteen Shillings. And 
at another time, I left Skins in the Negros hands,- 
which I was Co take out in Rum, and yet the Ne¬ 
gro made me pay for the Rum. 

Captain Smith denied the Charge, and referred 
CO his Account, and faid, that upon this Indian $ be¬ 
ing difiatisfied, he had feveral times paid him twice 
for the fame things, to make him eafy. 
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Govern. This Thing is of two Years fi:andln^,and 
you have had an Opportunity to complain of it be¬ 
fore, when Adiavoando was at Bofion ; and it is very 
hard now to come at the Truth. 

Waramanfoot. When Adianuando went to Bofion^ 
there was nothing confulced ; had any other Perfon 
gone, it would have been mention’d then. 

Govern, ^hen Capt. Smith goes to his Truck- 
houfe, if he can’t fatisfy and convince you, that he 
has paid you, he (hall pay you then. 

The Indian exprefs’d himfelf fatisfy’d. 

Govern. The Truck-Mafters are chofen by the 
whole Government, who take care to chufe fober, 
honeft iMen. The Price of every thing isftatedto the 
Truck-Mafters, and the Government pay them 
yearly for their Service, fo that they can have no 
Jntereft in cheating you. And I am afraid, that the 
Envy and Intereft of private Traders and others, is 
often the Foundation of your Complaints againft the 
Truck-Mafters; but if you can make out any 
Complaints againft them, I will take care that you 
have Juftice done you. 

Lewis. I have nothing to fay againft the Truck- 
Mafter at St. George^ i but only that a Quantity of 
four Meal, and damnified Tobacco, was fold out 
to us ; It was in Mr. Wainwright\ Time, but he 
was then abfent. 

Govern. Why would the Indians have a Truck- 
houfe at Brunfwick rather than Richmond ? 

Loron. This is what I was defin’d to fay. 

Govern. I can’t give an Anfwer tiil I know the 
Reafon of this Requeft. 

Loron. The Amerefcoggins muft anfwer for them- 
felves, for I can’t tell the Reafon. 

Govern. As to what w-as faid about ftcpping the 
Fifti in Amerefcoggin and Saco Rivers; I told you the 
laft Time that fifliing was free to King George’s 
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Suhjeifls : If the EngUfh ufe > 5 ets, fo may you^ and 
be furnifhed with them at the ’T’ruck-Houfes ; f^ime 
of you have already befpoke ftich I^ets, and Cap'f^ 
Smith has them rea^dy for yq^. ^ 

As to the Captain at St.Ge&rges, we.havd 
found nothing amifs in him, but like him very well," 
more efpecialty for his Knowledge of our Language.^ 
Qfivern- If the Sachem of the Amerefcoggin indidm 
yvill (now he is pome) give me a Reafon for having 
the Truck-houfe removed from Richmond pp Brunp 
I will hear him. - 

Adiavoando. The Reafon is, that in the Winter 
we can’t travel fo far as Richmond without great In¬ 
convenience. ■ _ , ’ 

Govern. Is it better to have the Truck-houf^ 
Rearer, than farther off ? 

Loron. I have nothing to fay as to other Places: 
we are fatisfied with the Truck-houfe in St. Georges ; 
it is near enough for the Penobfcut Indians. 

Govern. The Truck-houfe at Richmond, is nearer 
to the Amerefcoggin Indians, than that of St. Georgeh 
to the Penobfctits. 

Lewis. I have had no Anfwer as to the Meal. 
Govern. I anfwer’d it j it was-in another Truck- 
Mafter’s Time : It is hard now to find out who de¬ 
livered the Meal and Tobacco: I ftiould be gl'-d 
when any thing is bad, that you would not take it, 
for you are not obliged to take it. 

„ The EngliJJo are now at Peace with all Nations, 
with the Dutch, French, and Spaniards, and there is 
no likelihood of War. When any thing looks like a 
War, I /hall give you Notice of it, and expeft the 
fame from you as good Friends and Brothers. 

And if any fuch thing as a War fhould happen 
among the Nations in that need notaffedt us; 

but we -may fill be good Friends and Neighbours ; 
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and I hope in fuch a Cafe, you won’t be decoy’d to 
your hurt. 

When you have any Grievance, I invite you to 
come to Bofton feafonably, that fo you may be re- 
drefs’d, before the thing is grown too old to make it 
clear, and to find out thofe that have done you any 
ivrong. ^ 

Capt. Loron has defired of me fome Enghjh Car¬ 
penters, to build him a Houfe • and I have ordered 
Capt. Giles to fend him Men for that Work, who 
Will take care tfiat he (han’t be impofed upon in the 
Price And if any other Perfons defire Houfes to be 
built, they lhall alfo be affifted in it. 

. The Sun grows low : To-morrow will be the 
have any thing further to fay. 
1 (hall willingly hear you : If not, I fhall deliver 
you the Bounty of the Government, as a Token of 
our fincere Defire to maintain the Peace : And when 
that is done, we will drink King George's Health; 
^nd then I (hall wifh you a good Journey to your 
feveral Homes. ^ 

The Indians faid they had done. 

And then the Prefents were deliver’d. 
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
